We believe our people made many errors 
in their method of fighting this thing. Too 
frequently we were stung into the use of 
the very weapons uur foemen wished us to 
use. Toooften we deserted the argument 
and fired away with abuse in whieh always 
the meaner antagonist has the a lvantage. 
We were vulnerable to filth, the other side 
was not. 

Not only therefore, was the right often 


obscured by the cloud of hurtling mud that } 


filled the air, but the ignoble warfare kept 
alive the passionate animosities of the 
times. 

Every stinging epithet against a hound 
was, over the line, construed as the slogan 
of incurable public distemper. Every 
fierce denunciation of an admitted scamp 

‘was in loyal eyes the battle cry of resus- 
citating rebellion. 

We thought then, we think now, that our 
strategy kept us back from victory. We 
thought that these natural and vehement 
ebullitions of ajust wrath and an over- 
les ping indignation. were injudicious, im- 
politic, and injurious. We played into 
the hands of our adversaries. We conver- 
ted telons into martyrs. We elevated vice 
to the dignity of seemingly oppressd in- 
mocence. 

We thought that we ought to meet the 
emergency with the calm calculation of 
thinking men—that curbing the hot im- 
pulses of our ravening resentment at dirty 
wrong, we should look the situation 
squarely in the face, and with the resour- 
ces of a matured generalship, battle against 
the political pestilence that raged among 
us. We thought that we should avoid the 
errors that were used to our injury. 

We exemplified the fact that the world’s 
history has established, that men, when 
they are angry, cannot help doing foolish 
acts. 

The simple truth is, that personalities are 
always bad weapons to fight with. Dig-} 
nity. truth, logic, honesty and courage are 
the only champions for a cause. 

When men do wrong the way to strike} 
them to purpose is not to curse them, 
which they can return with interest, but 
to hit with the solid weight of their wick- 
ed ceeds. It leaves them helpless. There 
is more force in the plain charge of a grave 
offence than in all the billingsgate that 
was ever slavered by mad vulgarity. 

We have got the advantage ef our oppo- 
nents, it we will but use it. We have got 
the right en our side. Make it so heavy} 
upon them. make the contrast so damaging 
to them in their venality, make principle 
so luminoys by comparison with their ini- 
quity, that the world will be impressed 
to their dieparagement. 

We have thought that with the argument 
and integrity that we have on our side, it 
Was 8 most cruel suicide for us to resort to 
the weak resources of vituperation. 

We are giad to see that our press is

W hat is the newspaper but the map of 
busy life—an epitome of its transactions ? 
Here course the rivers of crime, tending to 
the Ocean of Eternity, and many a bark is 

sailing over the boisterous, blood-stained 
waves. towards the Gulf of Despair to 
take the last fatal leap over the falls of 
Misery into the. boiling torrent of Perdi- 
tion; here is the vale of content illumina- 
ted by the light of Religion and Science;

While this is true in the conduct of a 
newspaper, none ot its departments should

wake. Public tastes and opinions often 
vitiate.. It is the province of the newspa- 
per tolead back that opinion into a healthy 
condition. If the press were merely a 
money making machine, designed to fat 
at the expense of the public, and to rise 
upon its downtall, then they should be con- 
ducted solely with reference to what the 
tastes of the public, however vitiated, re- 
cinta painderer to their whims. But it
